WE LOVE TO GROW PLANTS 


We are producing a superior selection of high quality perennials, annuals, early-flowering mums, roses and 
vegetable plants for your gardens. We also have clematis, tuberous begonias, potted flowering shrubs and ever- 
greens. Part of the work connected with this program last year was the testing of over 76 varieties of plants we 
have not grown before. 

Space does not permit saying something about each variety we grow, but we will mention a few of the especially 
desirable ones we are offering. Among the shasta daisies, Aglaya is exceptionally fine. It has large fully double 
fluffy flowers. (Supply is still limited.) If you like variety in white daisies, try Diener’s Giants; they come mixed 
singles, semi-doubles, doubles, fringed and shaggy. The new Lythrum, Morden Rose, is a pleasing addition to 
our Lythrum family. Two white, summer-blooming flowers that will add character to your garden are veronica, 
Icicle and physostegia, Summer Snow. Both have spike-like flowers, bloom for a long time, and go in the middle 
of the border. Phlox, Dresden China is outstanding with large, dainty soft pink florets. If you wish something 
unusual in creeping phlox, try Snow White, which hugs the ground and has dainty small white flowers; Dixie 
Brilliant is nearly red; Mrs. J. Herb. Alexander is an excellent, very large-flowered variety of soft pink. (Only 
small plants available this season.) Do not overlook babys-breath, Perfecta. It is the best we have seen. The new 
pink veronicas are unusual, and coral-bell, Snowflake is a gem, and very scarce. 

e are happy to announce that our list of roses includes Circus, Montezuma, Siren, Golden Masterpiece, 
Happiness, Burnaby, Queen Elizabeth and Buccaneer. 

Among the annuals you will find verbena, Flame, which produced masses of bright red flowers all through 
the hot dry weather of last summer. The four new F, petunias, Serenade, rich violet-blue; Fairyland, light salmon- 
pink; Fire Dance, deep scarlet-red; and Minstrel, a white and blue combination, will be available. Try some. 


SALES YARD. Our sales yard is planned with the idea of making it easy for you to select the plants and 
other items you want for your garden. Our perennials are in pots, one variety to a box and are arranged on tables 
in the order in which they occur in this catalog. This makes it easy to find the plant you want and check with the 
catalog description if necessary. Each box of plants has a large name and price label. You may either make your 
selection quickly or you may walk around at your leisure and enjoy picking out the plants best suited to your 
garden. If you wish help we will gladly give it to you. 

Our potted roses and shrubbery are arranged in groups so that you can easily pick out the plants you want. 
The annuals and vegetable plants are now conveniently located next to the perennials. The greater portion of the 
bulbs, fertilizers, insecticides, seed and items that must be kept dry will be found in our service room, 

From April 15 to June 10 we are open evenings and all day Sunday. If possible we would like to be free from 
waiting on customers, Saturdays and Sundays from June 15 to September 15. 

Plant size is an important factor to consider in buying and pricing plants. In the catalog we are telling, as best 
we can, the size of the plant offered. In perennials we list both the regular size and a small size. In most cases 
the regular size is a 2-year-old transplanted plant, grown one season in the seedling row and transplanted the 
next into the field and will give quick results. The small plants come from the seedling rows, are divisions or 
transplanted cuttings produced in the greenhouse during the winter. The majority of these will give some bloom 
this season; the fall bloomers will give a good crop of flowers. 


LOCATION. It is easy to get to our nursery. We are located at 2591 Stillwater Road (near the intersection of 
U.S. 212 and Minn. 100), just one mile east of St. Paul’s eastern limits. 


To drive to the nursery from St. Paul’s business district, take East Seventh Street to East Minnehaha Avenue, 
east to East Avenue, Paved road to left (Highway 212). 


From St. Anthony Park, take Larpenteur Avenue and Wheelock Parkway to Arcade Street, south on Arcade 
to Maryland, east on Maryland to White Bear Avenue, south on White Bear Avenue to Stillwater Avenue, east 
to nursery. 


From Minneapolis take the shortest route to St. Paul and then follow same directions as for St. Paul’s business 
district given above. Another favorite route from North Minneapolis and northern parts of Ramsey County is to 
go east on State Highway 36 to State Highway 100, turn right and go to U. S. Highway 212; turn right 14 mile. 

From Wisconsin points, cross the St. Croix River at Hudson or Stillwater. If crossed at Hudson, go to Still- 


water and from there follow Highway 212 to our nursery, or follow U. S. 12 to Tanners Lake, north on Highway 100 
to Highway 212, west 14 mile.

Butterball. Low, compact plant with flowers borne 
freely on moderately long stems. The flowers are 
ball-like in form, with rays incurved, 21% inches in 
diameter, dark Iemon-chrome in color. Starts bloom- 
ing about August 15. An outstanding variety. 


Chippewa. Bushy plant 20 inches tall or more, with 
many stems. Flowers aster-purple, 234 inches across, 
in large clusters; semi-double to double, aster-like 
and incurved. Very showy and good for cutting. 
Early to midseason. A fine variety and very popular. 


Dr. Longley. Plant upright, of medium height; flow- 
ers largely borne singly on rather long stems, making 
it desirable for cut flowers. Very floriferous. Color is 
amaranth-pink to rose-pink; does not fade in hot 
weather. Flowers are large, 214 to 3 inches or more, 
full double. Blooms early to midseason and keeps on 
blooming till frost time. The best Minnesota variety 
to date. 

Harvest Bronze. 15 in. An open, upright-growing 
plant, bearing fully double flowers 3 inches in diam- 
eter. In the bud stage the color is a bright red- 
mahogany that changes to a rich apricot-bronze with 
gold underpetal as it develops and finally becomes 
straw color when fully open. It is an early bloomer. 


Maroon ’n’ Gold. This variety forms a rather low 
plant, bearing the flowers in large trusses. The blooms 
are large, 3% inches or more in diameter, full, double, 
incurved. Rays are Brazil-red to maroon in color 
above, and golden on the under side. Blooms early 
and freely. Very popular. 

Moonlight. An upright bush variety of low to medium 
height, bearing large trusses. Reflexed flowers 2% 
to 3 inches in diameter, white with the center pale 
yellow to ivory. Blooms from midseason to late. 
Good for cutting when large sprays are desired. 

Prairie Sunset. 18 to 24 in. A medium tall, upright, 
sturdy plant bearing an abundant crop of very double, 
bright rose-pink flowers having gold-tipped petals 
in the center. The flowers, borne in clusters, are 
from 2 to 2% inches in diameter. It is in good bloom 
early in September. The plant will withstand strong 
winds and hard rains. 
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PRAIRIE SUNSET 


Purple Star. Tall and upright in growth, with long 
stems; floriferous. Bright dahlia-purple flowers, 
semi-double to nearly double, the rays formed in 
such a way as to make the flower star-like in appear- 
ance; 2 inches in diameter. Early. 


Red Gold. Plant medium tall, very stiff and upright. 
Flowers double, 2 inches in diameter, scarlet to 
Brazil-red. Midseason. 


Redhawk. Plant upright in habit, of medium height. 
Flowers are in clusters on long stems, double, with 
some rays quilled, 2 inches or more in diameter. The 
color is dragon’s-blood-red to Brazil-red. Starts 
blooming in mid-August. 


Violet. Plant rather spreading, recumbent the first 
year but very stiff and upright and moderately tall 
the second year. Blooms are fairly abundant. Very 
full, double flowers, dahlia-like, incurved, deep 
amaranth-purple to pansy-purple, 3 inches in diam- 
eter. Midseason to late. 


Fall in the Garden 


The spring season is short and hectic. So get ready for 
it in the fall. Spade up new beds; put on the compost; 
clean out all weeds, grass and rubbish that harbor insects. 
Set out plants that are hardy enough to withstand the 
winter. Plant tulips, narcissus, scillas, etc. Cover your 
perennials and bulbs with clean marsh hay. Put all tools 
away.

They like a deep rich loamy soil, con- 
taining a fair supply of well-rotted manure and very 
good drainage. Some growers recommend putting a 
good size stone under the roots to help prevent water 
standing around them. When planting, the crown 
should be set at least 3 inches below the surface. In 
hot dry weather the plants should be watered regularly 
as they are susceptible to injury from drought.

Roses are not difficult to grow. Select a warm, sunny, well-drained place, protected from strong winds. Roses 
generally do best in the heavier soils, but loams are quite suitable. Humus, such as compost, leaf mold and peat, 
in the soil is desirable. Use well-rotted manure or commercial fertilizers when necessary. A clean mulch, which 
does not detract from the appearance ef your garden, will help to keep a good supply of moisture. 


Dusting the plants every ten days with a mixture of 9 parts dusting sulphur and 1 part arsenate of lead or 
one of the commercial Rose dusts will help to keep the foliage free from disease and chewing insects. If you prefer 
to use a liquid spray, there are many brands on the market. If troubled with aphids, spray with a nicotine solu- 
tion, following the instructions on the container. Since spraying is a preventive rather than a cure, it should be 
started before any disease appears. 


PLANTING POTTED ROSES 


Planting our potted Roses is very easy. Dig a hole large enough for the plant and deep enough so that the graft 
will be at least 3 inches below the surface of the ground. This deeper planting is recommended as.a preventive of 
winter killing in Minnesota. After the hole is dug, cut the paper pot down the side and it will easily slide off, 
leaving a nice ball of earth around the roots. Do not break the ball of earth, but carefully set it in the hole and fill 
around it with good soil and pack quite firm. Give a good watering.
